aed Many statements have been made and many rumours have 
~~ been in circulation in recent years to the effect that a large majority 
of Canadian university graduates are being obliged to go to the 
* United States, and such an exodus has been continually deplored. 
 ]t is gratifying to note that Dr. Tory, a McGill graduate and now 
< * President of the University of Alberta who addressed the Montreal 
Canadian Club yesterday, has found that these statements are not 
: Re correct. He discredits the rumours and brings out sta- 
“tistics to show that such a condition does not exist, in Alberta at 
least. 

Of the thousand or so graduates of Alberta, only sixty are 
“now in the States. Of the one hundred and sixty four who received 
their degrees and diplomas last year, only six are now south of the 
“border. He considers that the western province has received twice 
as many graduates from the United States as have been sent to that 
country. ‘J am sure, “the ‘balance of trade in univer- 
sity graduates is very much in our favour.” 

Of course, that does not say that such a condition exists in the 
“east. but it does seem to indicate that the statements regarding the 

* exodus of graduates from eastern schools are quite likely exaggerat- 

ed also. Yet, granting that the exodus is still a serious problem, 
it secms that Canada is realizing more and more the importance of 
trained men in industry and the need of retaining her university 
graduates. 

‘Canada,’ says Dr. Tory, ‘is regarded by many persons in 
the United States as the best intellectual recruiting ground on the 
“North American continent. This is not an argument, however, for 
relaxing our efforts to give to our Canadian youth the best train- 
ing possible. It is an argument in favour of our training them to 
the service of our country. Generally speaking, it is true that Ca- 
nada has not realized the importance of utilizing trained men in 
the public service and in the industrial life of the country. Poli- 

rs EN patronage on the one hand and business and industrial stupid- 
ity on the other have been the main causes for this. Since the war 
we have begun to wake up to the importance of using trained men. 
“To-day the larger industrial organizations of the country are de- 
manding scientifically trained’ men to such an extent as to endanger 
“the efficiency of our university teaching staffs. The call from the 
“universities to industry has begun in Canada as it began Jong ago in
